Mr. D. H. Macdowall, who lias been 
absent from the city for about three 
weeks, got home yesterday nfter spend- 
ing a very [deasanc time iu tlie Kastern 
provinces and the Northwest, lu reply 
to a few (iiiestiou.s from a ■Colonist rep- 
resentative, Mr, Mucdovrall said fhat he 
found everything very prosperous in 
lilastern Cnniwla and tbroughoiil the 
N'ortliwest. People aro i>onririg in from 
all (piarters; retnniing Camidiaiis, Am- 
ericans and British settlers, all tlesiroiis 
of taking up laiul. There is the UKUiil 
mixed lot, some with plenty of money 
and some with none, hut all hopeful' of 
making a better living in this country 
than they could in the lands they left. 

The crops in the Ti^rritories and 
Jfanitoba look well, but, not so xvell east 
of \\'iiinipeg, where tliey are . rather 
light, although the quality i.s goml. The 
weather has been somewhat trying; cool 
and unterliiin lately, tlioiigU of lute it 
has improved cousiileriihly. 

Interest iu political affairs in the East 
was largely contiued to speculittiou us to 
what Sir Wilfrid Laurier was going to 
do, especially regarding the proposed 
Grand Trunk Pacilie railway. The im- 
pression left on the mind when he had 
made ids aunoiincciiieat of the goveni- 
nieut's policy in" the matter was that 
any criticism of the sclieiiie hy the Con- 
servative party would he nut from a 
factious opposition, but from n real de- 
sire to conserve the best interests of 
the ponutry at larire, and that they 
would discuss the mutter in its broader 
and more national aspects, iis well as 
in its details with a perfectly open mind 
ami with no (dher motive tliaii the due 
protection of tlie country's best inter- 
ests. uMr. Macdowall did not think that 
Mr. Borden would take any other stand; 
he is a man iif too liigli principle to 
descend to mere caridng criticism. 

The introilMcers of tlie bill w \]\ have 
sonic important (|iiestioiis to explain; for 
example, as to why it is that the prairii.' 
section is to cusi so iiiindi, when it is 
well known that the C. P. It. can con- 
struct prairie sections of railway at a 
cost so lunch li-4s thua that iiiinied in 
the liill.

Another iiintter in connection with the 
railway is the curious fact that the gov- 
ernment is allowing the parallidiiig of 
its own liitercolDiiial liiu'. which seems 
a strange thing to do. lOveryoiie, of 
course, wishes to see the country devclop- 
od in a reasonable aiiil proper uiaiiner. 

There seems to be a jjeneral impres- 
sion throuifhont the ICnst that a general 
election is not far off; indeed, niau.v 
would not be snrprisrd to hcc it coiiiu 
some time durlnif the i>re,sent year.
